The conviction that every person in the 
Republic owes a service to the Republic; that the Republic rests solely upon the willing- 
ness of every one in it to bear his part of the duties and obligations of citizenship is as 
important as the ability to read and write—that is the only patriotism of peace. -

GETTING SUMMER CAMP READY 


Rue Miller and His Gang to Have Owasippe Completely 
Prepared for Opening Day, July 7th 


The past six weeks have been busy ones for Rue Miller, 
who superintends the preparation of Owasippe for the camp- 
ers. 


The picture shows the crew that is helping to get every- 
thing ready for the opening day. Last year the campers 
who arrived on the first day found everything completely 
ready. 


From the woods around beautiful Big Blue and Crystal 
Lakes, Rue sends a message by a recent visitor to the camp. 


“Tell the boys and the leaders that my gang’ll have every- 
thing ready for opening. We started just when the last 
snow left the ground and we'll be occupied right up to the 
last minute. 


Tell them that everything’s in fine shape. All the mess 
halls and buildings have been painted outside and look 
‘spick and span’—green with white trim. The kitchens are 
resplendent in new white coats. 


We've put in new dish closets for every table, built fly- 
proof garbage cages, put in new hot water plants at every 
camp that'll provide boiling water for dishwashing and 
we've installed shower baths so that boys won’t go home 
dirty. There are lots of other new improvements around. 


Then we’ve built ten new rowboats that are jim-dandies; 
Checaugau and Blackhawk have brand new piers; a ship- 
ment of one hundred and twenty brand new 10 x 12 wall 
tents (for Scouts) and 12 x 14 tents (for leaders) is ex- 
pected in a few days so that we'll have practically all brand 
new canvas of the style that everyone liked last year. 
Camp West’s got a whole new layout. 


Belnap has a new water system with drinking fountain. 
Checaugau and Blackhawk have a new electric plant that 
serves both with lights in the mess halls and automatic 
water pumps. Several new trucks have taken the place of 
our old pieces of junk and will improve G. H. Q. service. 
The pianos at West and Beard have been replaced. 


There’s a lot of equipment been shipped up here that I 
haven’t investigated fully that looks like program supplies. 
There are canoe paddles and hiking tents, and ground 
clothes and’ tepees for that new man, who, I hear, is going 
to teach Indian Lore at this summer camp. 


We've got a million and one small jobs to do to make 
everybody happy and comfortable, and they are too many 
to tell about. But I hope a lot of men are coming up on 
the Leader’s trip over Memorial Day to visit us and see 
what we’re doing in the way of improving Owasippe.” 


Scouts are continuing with the Clean Up Campaign by 
collecting milk bottles. A previous announcement gave the 
details of this collection. This is in cooperation with the 
Chicago Association of Commerce and the Milk Council. 
The Camp Scholarship that is being given will be awarded 
through the Camping Committee.
